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Richmond College Bulletin. — The annual bulletin of Richmond Col- 
lege, containing catalogue and announcements for the ensuing ses- 
sion, has just been issued from the press. A new departure to be 
noticed is the separate issuance of the catalogue of the law school. 
Especial mention is made of the fact that this department is having 
the increased attention and care of the faculty and of the fact that it 
is growing annually both in numbers of students taking the course 
and of its growing importance in the curricula of the college.

States, will be the principal speaker. His subject will be "Two 
Periods in the History of the Supreme Court." Dr. George Ben 
Johnston, of Richmond, has consented to respond to a toast at the 
banquet, and Governor Swanson expects to be present and speak. A 
large number of lawyers will attend. 

A Contest. — Colonel Hampton H. Wayt has been elected by the 
City Council Police Justice for the city of Staunton to succeed Mr. 
Joseph A. Glasgow. Mr. Glasgow claims that under the Constitu- 
tion his term does not expire for three years yet, and Colonel Wayt 
claims that the Council can appoint him if they like. The case will 
be contested and was set for July 31st. Owing to the relationship 
between the attorneys and Judge Henry W. Holt, of the Corporation 
Court, the judge has refused to sit in the case, and the Governor will 
be requested to name Judge D. A. Grimsley to hear the case. 

Judge Morris Holds Court at Buena Vista. — Judge George W. 
Morris, judge of the Corporation Court of Charlottesville, Va., who 
was recently appointed judge of the Corporation Court of Buena 
Vista, held his first term there the last week in June. The attorneys 
and all other officers of the court expressed themselves as well 
pleased with Judge Morris, both as a judge and as a man. Every 
one in attendance upon his court was impressed with his prompt, 
fair, just and learned opinions and rulings.
